confirmed Rexford G. Tugwell as un- 
dersecretary of agriculture by a 53 to 
24 vote. 

Tugwell, now assistant secretary of 
agriculture and a former Columbia 
professor of economics, has been fre- 
quently termed the *“‘No. 1 brain trust- 

” of the Roosevelt administration. 
Time after time he has been singled 
out by administration opponents who 
have attributed radical and dangerous 
ideas to him. 

Six Democrats. 

Six democrats voted against the 
nominee. ‘Three of them, Chairman 
Smith, South Carolina, of the senate 
agriculture committee; Senator Byrd, 
Virginia, and Senator Bailey, North 
Carolina, led the movement to reject 
the nomination. 

Another democrat, Glass, of Vir- 
ginia, was paired against Tugwell. 

Qn the other hand, most of the re- 
publican independents supported the 
youthful nominee. Norris, of Ne- 
braska, and Cutting, of New Mexice, 
staunchly defended him in the senate 
discussion which kept crowded galler- 
ies on edge. 

“Higher Up.” 

Cutting asserted those opposing the 
nominee “were aiming at someone 
higher up.” 

“Why don’t you come out and say 
so?” he asked. 

Senator Black, democrat, Alabama, 
also saw the issue as one of “progress 
versus reaction.” Senator Neely, dem- 
ocrat, West Virginia, said those 
against the nominee belonged in the 
same group with those who  foreed 
“Socrates to drink the hemlock.” 

The democrats who assailed Tug- 
well fook another view. Bailey insist- 
ed that his ideas were subversive. 
Byrd held the same attitude, He also 
said his chief objection to the nominee 
was based on the fact that Tugwell 
and other farm administration offi- 
cials sought amendments to the farm 
act to validate unlawful acts. 

Smith said he didn’t think Tugwell 
knew enough about dirt farming to do 
the farmers justice. 

Experience Cited. 
Senator Clark, democrat, Missouri, 


related that an experience he had with 


‘Tugwell at the department of agricul- 
tere convinced him that his ideas were 
“dangerous” and that he was not 
fitted for the post. 

‘he Missouri senator precipitated 
the warmest exchange of the day by 
charging that the amendment which 
authorized the office of undersecretary 
of agriculture was “surreptitiously” 
slipped through by the appropriations 
committee in “violation of senate 
rules,” 

Russell Answers. 

That brought Senator Russell, dem- 
ocrat, Georgia, to his feet. He was 
chairman of the subcommittee which 
sponsored the amendment. 

“The charges by the senator from 
Missouri are entirely false,” Russell 
said, glaring at Clark. “He boasts of

VENICE, June 14.—(UP)—Foun-‘ 
dations for a “new deal” in Euro-

today during the first meeting of the 
two major apostles of fascism. 

Premier Benito Mussolini, vigor- 
ous founder of the black shirts, urged 
upon Chancellor Adolf Hitler, his 
brown shirt emulator, the necessity 
of the reich’s return to Geneva to 
insure peace. 

Amid picturesque surroundings at 
the ancient castle of Pisani at near- 
by Stra, the two dictators exchange 
their pet ideas on how best they 
could co-operate to prevent strife in 
Europe and yet maintain the pres- 
tige of their own states. 

Details Guarded. 

Utmost secrecy surrounded details 
of their conversations.

and institutions and the elimination of 
Governor Eugene Talmadge from the 
state’s political picture. 

The candidate was introduced by 
J. E. Adams, of Atlanta, a lifelong 
friend. Mr. Adams hailed the alder- 
man as “the next governor of Georgia” 
and spoke ef him as one of the states 
outstanding young men. The audience, 
which made up in attentiveness any- 
thing it may haye lacked in numbers, 
did not fill the superies dourtroom ‘in 
which Gilliam spoke. A eoncert by 
the Decatur High school band preced- 
ed the alderman’s address. 

Although he attacked at'length both 
Governor Talmadge and Judge C. C. 
Pittman, of Cartersville, his two op- 
ponents, Gilliam gave over a large 
portion of his address to his own pro- 
gram, extolling each particular plank 
and detailing his every aim, with the 
exception of his sales tax plan, the 


scope of ‘which he did not touch 
upon. 

Citing what he termed the complete | 
breakdéwn of the ad valorem system | 
of taxation, he urged that it be elimi- 
nated as a state revenue-producing 
measure, leaving this form of taxa- 
tion to the cities and countries, al- 
though he pointed out that he be- 
lieved all political subdivisions should 
be barred from taxing homes valued 
at less than $1,500. 

Opposes Diversion. ' 

Alderman Gilliam asserted that he 
opposed diversion in any form: pointing 
out that if his system of revenue rais- 
ing is approved it will not be neces- 
sary to divert funds from the high- 
way treasury to pay other obligations 
of the state. The candidate did not 
say what percentage of sales he would 
levy nor did he reveal the percentage 
of inheritances he would put in the 
treasury nor the percentage of high in- 
comes he felt should go into the public 
coffers. 

Gilliam made his prohibition repeal 
plank for which he would substitute 
a county option plan, to be determined 
by the county commissions, and taxed 
through a stata stamp tax, the first 
plank in the platform. 

“From the day of its enactment, 
the prohibition law has never been 
enforced,” he declared. “National 
prohibition has been a failure and has 
been abandoned. State prohibition 
has been even a greater failure and 
it, too, should be abandoned.”

Public Support of Traffic Laws 
Needed in Atlanta, Says Expert 


Chivalry and good sportsmanship, 
coupled with a public sentiment in 
favor of traffic law observance and 


safety consciousness, will reduce At- 
lanta’s causalties from one-fourth to 
one-third. within six months, Burton 
W. Marsh, associate director of traf- 
fic surveys for the FERA, told Mayor 
James Key’s traffic commission 
Thursday. 

“When public opinion demands en- 
forcement of traffic regulations, the 
police will enforce the laws,” Marsh 
asserted. “Police agencies, however 
desirous they may be to enforce the 
law, can ‘do ‘little unless backed by 
publie opinion. 

“The automobile driver should be a 


good sport. He should take his part 
in the game and play it fairly and 
He* should not take 


chances, because they not only endan- 
ger him, but others innocent of his 
recklessness. 

“Atlanta’s traffic problem is acute, 
but if the fimdings of the traffic sur- 
vey now .in progress are placed into 
operation, backed by a sympathetic 
public, which wants to cut down the 
appalling loss of life and property 
damage, casualties will be reduced 
from one-fourth to one-third within 
six months. 

“Surveys are useless if they do not 
have the backing of authorities. I am 
confident that Atlanta will back the 
Survey and that much good will be 
accomplished here.” 

The Atlanta survey is being made 
by FERA under the direction of 
Keller Melton, Georgia director of 
safety. De Ford Smith is in charge 
locally and has a large force at work.

If southerners thought their weath-} 
er a bit monotonous this spring, they 
can thank that monotony for reliev- 
ing the southland of death-dealing 
tornadoes. 

A survey shows that only 20 per- 
sons lost their lives in southern tor- 
nadoes this spring, compared to the 
hundreds that have been killed in the 
great windstorms that usually harass 
this section. 

The deaths by states this season are 
12 in Mississippi, five in Alabama, 
two in Georgia and one in Louisiana.

Since winds are caused to some ex- 
tent by decided changes in tempera- 
ture, his maps would tend to indi- 
cate that the temperatures this season 
were more uniform, with little of the 
kind of weather where you roast one | 
day and freeze the next. Such extreme | 
contrasts in temperatures often are | 
followed by tornadoes, Mindling ex-,| 
plained. 

When such contrasting temapern-| 
tures are charted on the weather 
maps, storms of tornadic winds can 
be forecast. But the weather bureau 
doesn’t warn of such storms, as they 
do of rainstorms, for a tornado is so 
localized that it is needless to alarm | 
a whole section. And besides, the tor- | 
nado might not strike.

In view of the solemn character of 
the obligations under the Dawes and 
Young plan bonds, however, sold is 
several countries to finance the begin- 
nings of the Dawes and Young inter- 
national agreements on reparations 
payments. there had een considerable 
conjecture as to whether the reich 
might not make specia: efforts to keep 
up the service on those issues. 

Concessions Seen. 

A hint was seen in the German 
references to her position in foreign 
trade that some concessions might 
eventually be made toward .meeting 
the interest on those issues, in return 
for agreements to buy more German 
goods. 

In any case, a serious international 
controversy seemed imminent, with re- 
ports from London and Paris indical- 
ing that clearings might be established 
on foreign exchange transfers with 
Germany, which would mean that 
those countries would not permit pro- 
ceeds from sales of German merchan- 
dise to be transferred to Germany un- 
til the interest on the bonds was met. 

Most of the European creditor coun- 
tries of Germany, such as England, 
Holland and Switzreland, as well as 
France, have been buying more goods 
from Germany than they have been 
selling to Germany, so that holding 
up the proceeds of the goods which 
Germany has sold to them would more 
than offset any similar action which 
the reich might take regarding pay- 
ments for their goods sold in Ger- 


many. 
No Such Action, 


The United States, however, is in 
the reverse position of selling much 
more to Germany than it purchases 
from her, so no such action seems 
available here to force Germany to 
pay the American bondholders. 

But American investors were much 
more hard hit hy the decision of the 
reich announced May 29 to suspend 
all cash interest for six months after 
June 30 on all external bonds save 
the Dawes and Young plan issues. 

The total amount of German bonds 
outstanding in terms of dollars, ac- 
cording to a recent calculation, is $1,- 
047,000,000, par value of which the 
Dawes and Young issues amount to 
only $154.000,000. The .amounts of 
these bonds actually held by Ameri- 
cans, however, is substantially less 
than these figures, for there has been 
heavy repatriation through purchases 
of them by German nationals during 
the past two years when they have 
been available at severe discounts in 
the American market. 

Various authorities have estimated 
the amount of repatriation at from 
20 to more than 40 per cent, so the 
total which United States investors 
now hold is probably between $600,- 
000,000 and $800,000,000 par value. 

Interest to Americans. 

But the German crisis is of inter- 
est to American producers of cotton, 
growers of hogs, miners of copper, 
and producers of several other prod- 
ucts, as well as investors, for Ger- 
many has been one of the leading cus- 


| 


tomers in American foreign trade. 
Last year, the reich took about 8 per 
cent of the total merchandise exports 
from the” United States. Germany is 
a. large importer of raw materials, 
particularly of such items as cotton, 
lard and copper from the United 
States. 

If the complete moratorium on ex- 
ternal bonds saves the mark from 
depreciation, it may have been a mo- 
mentous event in world monetary af- 
fairs. A number of Wall Street au- 
thorities, however, still express the 
opinion that the mark must be de- 
valued eventually, in line with the 
pound sterling. Devaluation of the 
mark, according to some authorities, 
might well lead to further devalua- 
tion of the pound sterling, which in 
turn might throw the gold bloc cur- 
rencies off the gold standard, thus set- 
ting in motion a chain of inflationary 
developments.

inkage it will take our existing 
revetue system not over 10 years to 
devour completely the tangible prop- 
erty in Georgia. 

The average pay of male grammar 
school teachers in Georgia is $481.17 
a year, and the average pay of fe- 
male grammar school teachers is 
$510.99 a year. Even with that dis- 
graceful seale, which is not much 
above the average of the pav of com- 
mon lahor, the state owes the teach- 
ers $2,750.000 on back salary. Con- 
federate pensioners are paid a_pit- 
tance, but even that pittance is heav- 
ily in arrears. The sanitarium for 
insane at Milledgeville is packed 
with 1,000 more patients than its 
maximum safe capacity, while 700 
insane persons are confined in coun- 
ty jails, like animals in cages, await- 
ing agmission to the sanitarium.

IN STEEL INDUSTRY 
BLOCKED BY TIGHE 


Continued From First Page. 


reason why Tighe was prolonging the 
convention. 

Tighe, 77, went through one of his 
fiercest convention battles. He sensed, 
when the convention opened, that 
there might be a movement to oust 
him. Rumors to that effect have cir- 
culated quietly for several days. 

He immediately sought to confine 
the convention to the strike question. 
That suggestion was received with a 
chorus of jeers. He persisted, how- 
ever, in demanding that only accredit- 
ed delegates be admitted to the con- 
vention hall. That was beaten, 96 
to 49. 

While Tighe successfully maneuver- 
ed to prevent a stampede vote here, 
dispatches from Washington said con- 
gressional leaders were working fever- 
ishly to obtain agreement on new 
labor legislation. Although republican 
regulars in the senate quickly attack- 
ed Roosevelt's compromise measure, 
offered as a substitute for the Was- 
ner bill, leaders of both parties were 
anxious to dispose of the troublesome 
issue and it was hoped an agreement 
acceptable to congress and to the war- 
ring faction in steel industry soon 
would be reached. 

President Roosevelt's four-point pro- 
gram for settling labor disputes found 
little favor with the delegates, talking 
unefficially before they were locked in 
the convention hall. Word of the re- 
publican qualifications reached the 
hall after the afternoon session began, 
and leaders could not be reached for 
comment, 

May Force Strike. 

The freely expressed opinion among 
the delegates was that unless’ they 
could obtain definite concessions, if 
not recognition itself, they were forced 
to vote a strike. 

“T can’t go home and face my lodge 
if L don’t have something to show 
them,” one delegate said. 

The unofficial consensus among the 
delegates was that arbitration has not 
been, and never could be, a successful 
way of settling labor disputes.

The United States navy failed today 
to find “any information of vital im- 
portance” in papers and chemicals 
salvaged from the wreck of an air 
liner near Livingston Manor, N. Y..

NRA AID TO HIKE 
WAGES ON FARMS

increase the wages of farm hands he 
would be willing to co-operate and 
said by inference if the NRA would 
get higher wages for farm hands he’d 
help in getting higher wages for con- 
struction laborers. 

Laborers Mostly Whites. 

The chief executive also inferred 
that the laborers for whom he is seek- 
ing the higher pay scale are mostly 
whites. In his letter to Major Berry 
and in a statement issued following 
publication of the charges Wednes- 
day, he stressed the fact that the agri- 
culture workers who, he said, received 
the same amount for a day’s work 
that NRA is demanding for one hour’s 
work by construction laborers are 
“white men, white women and white 
children.” 


Meanwhile, NRA officiale sought 
means to obtain compliance of the 
hour and wage provisions of the code, 
although some of them admitted they 
were doubtful of the NRA authority 
over states, counties and cities, while 
Green and his associates in the labor 
organization loudly continued their 
protests, 

Green Terms Charges “Amazing.” 

George L. Googe, Georgia represent- 
ative of the A. F. of L. president, 
termed the wages of the Whitley com- 
pany and those fixed by W. D. Hor- 
ton, Telfair county commissioner, for 
workers on the new Telfair court- 
house “horrible” and said his organi- 
zation would see that the code vio- 
lators were prosecuted. In Wash- 
ington, Green termed the charges 
“amazing.” 

After all the charges had been 
made, the statements issued and let- 
térs answered the situation narrowed 
down to this: 

The NRA and the A. F. of L. be- 
lieved that Telfair county and the 
Whitley company, which is paving 
roads with state funds, should be 
forced to pay NRA wages. 

The state of Georgia and Telfair 
county were of the belief that the 
NRA is lacking in authority to fix 
pay scales and the governor, person- 
ally and as chief executive, was of the 
belief that if the federal government 
wants construction laborers to get 40 
cents an hour it should do something 
to bring up the pay of farm laborers 
to about the same figures. 

One NRA official, whose name was 
withheld, was quoted as saying the 
entire situation might result in Geor- 
gia losing the unexpended balance cf 
its $10,000,000 public works highway 
fund but Thomas H. MacDonald, di- 
rector of the federal bureau of public 
roads, allayed this apprehension by 
saying that the NRA scale was be- 
ing lived up to on federal highway 
projects and there his authority and 
his interest ended. 


Johnston Issues Statement. 


Contrary to published reports the 
new. courthouse at McRae is not be- 
ing built with PWA funds, J. Hous- 
toun Johnston, PWA_ engineer for 
Georgia, said Thursday. In correct- 
ing these reports, Mr. Johnston said: 

“This statement is without warrant 
or foundation. There is no public 
works project of any kind in Telfair 
county, and the public works admin- 
istration has not taken over highway 
certificates of Telfair county for any 
purpose whatsoever. 

“Furthermore, I wish to emphati- 
cally state that the public works ad- 
ministration requires that the scale of 
wages for all skilled labor shall be 
at the rate of not less than $1 per 
hour and for common labor, 40 cents 
per hour, and no contract which pro- 
vided for a lower scale of these re- 
spective rates of pay would be ap- 
proved by the public works adminis- 
tration.” 

Governor’s Letter to Berry. 


The governor's letter was written 
to Major Berry after he had been 
asked by the administrator to co-op- 
erate in getting the Telfair authori- 
ties to increase their wage scale. The 
letter to Major Berry follows:

MACON, Ga., June 14.—(4)—En-

state’s taxing system so as to give 
more money to the schools. 

In a resolution passed unanimously 
by the convention, education was de- 
clared paramount; the right of every 
boy and girl to an education was set 
forth; education was called a state 
function, in the large; a minimum 
school year of nine months was in- 
dorsed; higher standards for teachers 
and better pay were asked; thorough 
revision of the state taxing system 
was favored; members pledged their 
support of any plan to obtain in- 
creased revenue from the public so as 
to assist the schools; said that “Geor- 
gia must go forward’ and went on 
record as favoring diversion of money 
‘from the state general fund for school 
purposes, 

Although the matter of a sales tax, 
increased equalization fund, ete., were 
brought up on the floor of the con- 
vention and provoked enthusiastic dis- 
cussion, all such questions were refer- 
red to the committee.

50 shares of a certain stock. 

It is very unwise for any one to 
take all of his savings and buy one 
stock which he knows nothing about, 
particularly on margin as this woman 
must have done. Any wise business 
investor when he is not using money 
which he can afford to risk, investi- 
gates the business in which he wishes 
to invest, and buys outright an inter- 
est in that business either through 
the purchase of stock or bonds, but 
he does nat buy on margin. If this 
stock fluctuates a few points it will 
mean little to him because as long as 
the business is on a sound basis, he 
will get his interest. 

There have been serious wrongs 
done to many unsuspecting people in 
this country by urging them to invest 
in things which sound safe and which 
are very unsafe. I personally do not 
think that a small investor who can 
get the best of business advice, should 
have anything to do with the stock 
market. One of the causes of the 
most spectacular and extremely dis- 


country was the fact that too many 
inexperienced investors were in the 
market.

Unusual Bidding 


An individual masters’ tournament 
held in New York recently has fur- 
nished much food for students of the 
individual idiosyncrasies of the vari- 
ous bridge players particpating in it. 
Of course, freak hands at bridge, like 
all unusual situations of any kind in 
any walk of life, furnish to the mas- 
ters great scope for individual treat- 
ment. One of the hands which was 
of a somewhat freakish type, con- 
taining voids in two hands and sin- 
gletons in the two others, brought 
about much unusual bidding. The 
hand was:

At one table, after passes by West 
and North, Mr. Edward Hymes Jr. 
decided to open the bidding with 
three hearts. Mr. Samuel Fry Jr. 
held South’s beautiful array of cards, 
and he decided not to take two bites 
of the cherry but to gulp it down at 
once, so his overcall, was the modest 
bid of six ‘clubs. This was douhled by 
Mr. A. Moyse Jr., Mr. Hymes’ part- 
ner for the moment, and when North 
and East passed, South redoubled. 

Mr. Moyse was quite right in think- 
ing that the hand could be defeated, 
but the lead to defeat it had to be 
an inspired one. It would be the 
opening lead of a club. This was not 
the card chosen, however; instead, 
the fourth-best spade was led, and 
Mr. Fry then proceeded to fulfill 
his contract. 

Although Mr. Fry’s bidding was 
unusual, it seems to me that without 
any interference bidding by the op- 
ponents, normal bidding methods 
should result in the same final con- 
tract. In view of South’s 6-4-3 dis- 
tribution his hand could, without 
stretching it much, if any, be opened 
with a forcing bid of two clubs. 
North would respond with two dia- 
monds, and if South then bid four 
clubs to guarantee the solidity of the 
club suit, North would again bid the 
diamonds, and South bid spades. 
Given a choice between spades and 
clubs, North must of course prefer 
the clubs, and after North has bid 
five clubs, it should not require much 
courage for South to bid a slam.
